Bow-first, the USS Dash thoughtfully con- 


sidered her great responsibility as the pro- 
bable leader of anew class of minesweepers, 
and rolled slowly riverwardina well-timed 
controlled launching by the AMCCO crew. 


The event, at 2:45 p.m. Saturday, Sept- 
ember 20, climaxed a day of ceremonies. 
Following a luncheon, Navy officials and 
AMCCO personnel met at the Lewis and 
Clark yard to officiate at the program hon- 
oring the first of five 165-foot minesweepers 
to be built by the yard for the Navy. 


Approximately 1500 persons gathered in 
the wide flag-draped area before the plat- 
form andsternof the Dash. Assembled be- 
low the platform was the Tongue Point naval 
station band. 

President Joseph M. Dyer welcomed the 
guests andserved as master of ceremonies 
for the occasion. 


Invocation was given by Lcdr. G. H. Sar- 
gent, Tongue Point chaplain, followed by the 
national anthem by the band under the di- 
rection of Lt. Robert G. Hummel. 


Rear Admiral H. E. Haven, USN, com- 
mandant of Puget Sound Naval Shipyard, gave 
the afternoon's address. He praised the 
determination and ability of Joe Dyer, man- 
agement and AMCCO workmen in answering 
the Navy's requestfor so large a laminated 
wooden ship. 


He described the difficulties which were 
faced and overcome, problems of construc - 
tion, obtaining of materialsof non-magnetic 
quality and over-all planning of the ship 
program. 

Praise for Dyer and AMCCO employees 
was also given by Mayor Peter Cosovich, 
who expressed the appreciation of the city 
of Astoria for the business of wooden ships 
and boats whichhave proven throughout the 
world that AMCCO builds nothing but the 
best.

ASTORIA’S BIGGEST CAKE AT AMCCO’S LAUNCHING 


In keeping with the significance of the 
occasion, Jones' Bakery baked a cake, a 
most unusual cake. They did sucha splen— 
did job that they had to remove a yard of 
the entrance doorway to remove the cake. 


Expertly cut before baking, it was coat- 
ed in rich white frosting with decorative 
navaldesigns in varied colors, creating the 
effect of a single, massive sheet of cake. 


It was of such size, 4 by 8 feet witha 
top section of 18 by 35 inches, that it call- 


ed for 60 pounds of sugar, 42 pounds of 
flour and 34 dozen eggs, a total result of 
300 pounds. Baking time was one hour, 40 
minutes. 


Carried from the bakery to the plant by 
City Transfer, it was placed on a long table 
just inside the door where guests saw it 
before the launching and came to taste a 
hite after the ceremony. It is believed to 
have been the largest cake ever baked in 
Astoria.
